IN THE SENATE. 


WASHIKOXOK, May 9.— The resolution re- 


ported yesterday by Mr. Cookrell reqniriug 
tho Secretary of tho Treasury to report to 
tho Senate when tho second ami third nii- 
luial reports ou internal commerce will bo 
transmitted lo Congress, why they bavo 
been delayed and whether such annual re- 
ports can hereafter ho transmitted to Con- 
gress, at tho beginning of each session, find 
if not, what additional legislation is neces- 
sary to the Bftiue, wan tnkon up. 
Mr. Mor- 


rejl moved that it be referred to the Com- 
mittee on Finance. The motion was re- 
jected and it was then adapted. 


Mr. 'Harris, from the Committee on Epi- 


demic Diseases, reported back a substitute 
for tho Yellow Fever fund. 


Tho substitute reduces the appropriation 


from $050,000 to $,100,000 and strikes out 
the sections which provide that all rules and 
regulations for the prevention or introduc- 
tion of disease shall bo controlled by tho 
National Board of Health, aud inserts that 
the board shall co-operate with and aid state 
boards aud associations in tlio enforcement 
of sanitary laws. 


Ur. Book called from the calendar a bill 


making 011 appropriation for tbe construc- 
tion of jetties in the south pass of the Miss- 
ssippi river. 


Mr. Edmunds thought the Senate should 


proceed to the consideration of the General 
Appropriation bill, which was on the table. 


Mr. Beck insisted on a vote on his bill, 


and it was taken up. 


The bill simply provides for the payment 


to Mr. James B. Eades the amount now due 
($500,000) to him by virtue of the act of 
last March. 


The bill was then passed. 
The Senate then resumed consideration of 


the bill to prevent military interference at 
elections, and Mr. Edmunds spoke aoainst 
the bill.

THE TALMAQE 
TRIAL. 


The Talmage trial is over mill tho people 


are glad of it. 
It has been a discreditable 


affair throughout and 80 conducted aa to be 
of no advantage to either party. The news- 
papers have undoubtedly done injustice to 
the participants in holding them and their 
proceedings up to ridicule, and their course 
is a curious commentary on tho modern 
methods of proceedure. 
For weeks and 


months the New York press had been howl- 
ing against Talmage. 
The papers applied 


to him a!! the hard names in the vocabulary 
from that of knave to mountebank. Through 
their influence the grave and reverend asso- 
ciates of Dr. Talmage were led to institute 
au inquiry as to tbe basis of this "common 
fame." 
This was no sooner done than the 


very same newspapers began to ridicule the 
Presbytery and abuse ils members as heart- 
ily as they had attacked Talmage iu the 
past. 
And they nave kept this up to the 


last. 


The result of the trial is probably not 


what was expected by either party. The 
Presbytery was almost equally divided iu 
opinion as to tho character of tho accused 
clergyman. In the fiual decision forty.five 
votes were cast, 25 against the charges and 
specifications, 10 in 
favor of sustaining 


them entire, and -t sustaining in part. 
Dr. 


Vandyke gave notice of a complaint to the 
synod iu regard to the manner in which the 
trial had been conducted, 
Dr. Talmago 


then made oue of his fiery speeches, and 
said though ho was n Protestant, in one re- 
spect he would prefer to ue in the Catholic 
church, for they had but one Pope, while in 
the Protestant denomination they had a 
hundred ; but he pronounced his benedic- 
tion on all the body. Tho Committee who 
formulated these charges would not bear 
one of his friends, but spent weeks in gath- 
ering up all the venom of his enemies, and 
the action of that Committee had made 
more infidels than all of them will ever be 
able to make Christians. Dr. Talmage left, 
and as he was going out llev. Air. Green, 
who was one of tbe Committee, jumped up 
and said that Dr. Talmage hud been guilty 
of another falsehood iu what he had said iu 
reference to the Committee.

SUCTION 1. lucre Bhall be, between the first day 


of May and first day of August, In each year, a week- 
ly closetline, extending from Saturday morning at 
miiii'ise to Monday morning at eunrlso, during which 
tins' no JiSii of any ueecfiptioii jjh*ii be iakpn by 
wcira, traps or Bimllarcoatrivanceg, from the waters 
covered by a line drawn from tieacomiet Point In a 
westerly cotirFe to the Narragausett lower pier, and 
includiiig all the waters above said line. If there be 
any weir, trap, or other atatioaary contrivance, used 
for the purpose of catchiug or obstructing the passage 
of fish iu that part thereof, where the fish are usually 
taken, the netting at the mouth of the Game shall bo 
floated to the Burface of the water BO as to effectually 
close tho mouth thereof during tho weekly oloBetlme; 
eo that during eaid tlmo the fieh may have a free, un- 
obstructed passage, and 110 device ehall bo placed In 
auypartof Bald limits which Bhall tend to hinder 
such fish from running up the waters of aucli river. 
In caee the enclosure where tho fieh are taken la ftir- 
niebed witn a board floor, an opening three feet wide 
shall be made, extending from tbe floor to the top of 
the weir, trap or other contrivances ; provided, how- 
ever, that nothing herein shall be so construed as 
to apply to the shad and herring fisheries In the tribu- 
taries of Narragansett Bay. 


SEO. 2. The OommleBionera of Inland Fisheries 


shall have a general Bupervlfiion of all matters relat- 
ing to the subject contained in the first section of 
this act, aud may make all needful regulations to 
carry out tue provisions described iu said section, and 
shall, from time lo time, examine all the welre, traps 
or other conlrivauces, witn a view of carrying ont 
sucb regulations aj are most beneficial to tho people 
of the Slate, ami shall prosecute for the violation of 
Bucli regulations. They may co-operate with the 
1'lBh Commissioners of other States, and shall mako 
an annual report to tho General Assembly of their 
doings, with sucn fuels antl suggestions in relation 
to tho object for which they are appointed as they 
may dcom proper.
